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SMALL HO ME INDUSTRIES 

(From High River Times) 

A British woman, speaking recently in town on the 
daily life of the British housewife, referred to an 
interesting though little mentioned phase of the 
British economy. This is industrial work done in the 
home by housewives. 

As she described it, markets had been found for 
various artcles of British factory make, but much of 
the pre-war equipment, formerly used in such manu¬ 
facture, had been destroyed or otherwise rendered 
unequal to the work during war years. In an effort 
to meet requirements of that vital export market an 
appeal had gone forth to all British housewives with 
special skills in needle work or handicraft. Those 
who passed the tests required became accredited 
workers and were finally given the choice materials 
reserved for export sales.

A DVICE contained in the agricultural page of the 
Lethbridge Herald is based on many years of 
close study of farm fortunes in Southern Alberta. 
In this week’s issue, one column suggests that far¬ 
mers play safe in planning their next year’s crop. The 
article says: • 

“If Western farmers were to follow the price scale 
in their production program next year would see 
rye, flax and wheat sown in greatly increased acre¬ 
ages while the coarse grains, oats and barley, would 
be very much in the discard. And ‘that would be bad 
business. 

“Canada’s whole livestock,' dairying and poultry 
program is based upon the coarse grains, hay and 
pasture, and in the total income return runs as high 
as the income from grain. It would be a sorry day 
for Canada if we sloughed off our livestock enter¬ 
prise in favor of straight cereals and flax. It is 
going to require some sound thinking on the part of 


such materials, and these women, skilled in homely 
crafts, had the additional satisfaction of knowing 
they were helping to restore their country’s lapsed 
export trade. According to the speaker, the whole 
project had proved a wonderful stimulant to home¬ 
keeping women. It had made them wage earners in 
a small way, and there was public appreciation of 
the national importance of the work they were do¬ 
ing. 

It was a cheering and admirable picture of nation¬ 
al endeavor; an endeavor which may enter the hum¬ 
blest home making the lowly as well as the great 
feel that their effort is worth while In lifting the 
country out of its present state of stark self-denial. 

It seems a simple matter under the necessities of 
war to mobilize and make effective use of all human 
resources of a country. It is much rarer to see the 
same indomitable spirit flourishing in tifnea of peace 
The "inner strength” which carried Britain through 
the unimaginable ordeals of war is still triumphant, 
it is carrying the people through the no less stern 
experience of post-war restoration. During the war 
practically all energy was consumed in rebuffing 1 
and destroying the enemy. At the present time that 
same energy of a war-worn people is dedicated to 
the no less urgent purpose of rebuilding the national 
economy. Surely success will reward a country in 
which the skill of every individual is important, and 
everyone is ready to play some active part. 

In the proposal that natural gas from Alberta 
be piped to supply fuel fqr Saskatchewan, the 
Brooks Bulletin says: “We would suggest, that the 
Alberta government should levy a tax on any Al¬ 
berta gas supplied to the province of Saskatchewan. 
This would be in retaliation for the action of the 
Saskatchewan government fti the export of pottery 
clay from that province into Alberta.” 


the farm population to keep the farm program 
straight in the face of present wide variation in pri¬ 
ces. For instance, a 20-busheT crop of Wheat will 
bring $35, but a 30-bushel crop of barley will bring 
only $26, while a 10-bushel crop of flax will bring 
nearly $50. Yet the farmer knows that in the long 
run, livestock and the coarse grains to feed them 
are his finest anchor and the way to good farming. 

“We hear there is just a bit of a tendency to spec¬ 
ulate in land now that we have $2 wheat for 1948. 
Remember what $2.25 wheat did to us in the early 
twenties. Lots of farmers loaded up with land which 
they were going to pay for in a couple of crops at 
that price. And they held it all through the twenties 
and the thirties and never got from under until the 
war came along. 

It’s better to play safe, and that’s what a majority 
of farmers will do next year. Their cropping pro¬ 
gram will follow the course of the past 20 years. 
That’s sound.

Educational-Vocational 
Questions and Answers 


Department of Veterans’ Af¬ 
fairs Today answered the ten 
questions most frequently asked 
by Alberta veterans about Educa¬ 
tional and Vocational Training. 

Q.—Can a man apply for voca¬ 
tional training after December 31, 
■ 4947? 

A.—Only under exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances. For the great major¬ 
ity of veterans December 31, 1947, 
is the late date on which they can 
apply for vocational training. 

Q.—May a veteran who has ta¬ 
ken-vocational training apply for 
(pialification under the Veterans’ 
Land Act 7 

A.—Yes.. 

Q.—If a veteran has spent his 
re-establishment credit, is he still 
eligible for vocational training? 

A.-^A veteran may repay the 
re-establishment credit he has 
spenr, making the cheque payable 
to the Receiver General of Canada 
and by so doing, make himself 
eligible for vocational training. 

Q.—Is tra ning-on-the-job still 
available for veterans? 

A.—Yes, but application can 
only be made up to December 31, 
1917, for training under direct em¬ 
ployment. 

Q.—How many veterans have 
received. vocational training since 
the end of the war? 

A.—Close to 6,609 veterans in 
A]berta have^ completed vocation¬ 
al training and there are stftl ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 receiving such 
training. 

Q.—What is the maximum en 
titlement to university training ot 
the individual veteran student' 

A.—By recommendation and ap¬ 
proval of the District Rehabilita¬ 
tion Board, a student veteran may 
be granted one month of educa¬ 
tional (raining wifh payment of 
fees and allowances for each 
month spent in the services. 

Q-—Are there any circumstan¬ 
ces under wh : ch a veteran student 
at university may be granted 
training beyond his period of en¬ 
titlement as defined above ? 

A.—If a student has an academ¬ 
ic record suffic'ently high to war¬ 
rant a favourable recommendation 
from the University Scholarship 
Committee, his training allowan¬ 
ces ^may be paid on a year-to-year 
basis until completion of his orig¬ 
inal training program, 

Q-—Must supplemental examin¬ 
ations be written before a student 
veteran may proceed with the next 
year of his university training? 

A. — Yes. All supplemental 
must be wr tten, together with any 
deferred examinations, before the 
student veteran is permitted to 
proceed with his training under 
allowances provided by the Veter¬ 
ans Rehabilitation Act. 

Q.—Is university training ever 
approved in universities outside 
Canada, and if so, under what cir¬ 
cumstances is such approval 
granted * 

A.—^es. If the training required 
by the candidate is not available in 
this country and conclusive evi¬ 
dence of its non-availability is pro¬ 
duced by the student veteran, his 
training in a .university outside 
Canada may be authorized if ap¬ 
proved by Head Office of the De¬ 
partment of Veterans’ Affairs. 

Q-^If a veteran student fails 
his year at university, is there 
any possibility of his further train 
ing under DVA allowances? 

A.—Yes, there are two poasbili- 
ties. In the first place, he may re¬ 
peat the year at his own expense; 
on completion of the repeated year 
his case is considered by the 
Scholarship .Committee in Conjunc¬ 
tion with the District Rehabilita¬ 
tion Board, and f he hss svc<f :fiv 
tion Board, and if he has success- 
indication of being competent to 
proceed with his training program 
he may be reinstated on allowan¬ 
ces. Secondly, if he has attended 
university and pre-matriculation 
school fgr a total period of less 
than nine months, he may be elig¬ 
ible for courses under vocational 
tra ning provisions of the Rehabli- 
tation Act.

Testimony of Mr. Roy Craw¬ 
ford: 


Mr. Roy Crawford, General 
Manager of a large Kansas Co¬ 
operative with 250 locals said. 


"The "futures” market of the Grain Ex¬ 
changes (in our case principally Kansas 
City and to some extent Chicago) are vital 
cogs in the marketing machinery of the 
present distributive system which we use in 
disposing of the farmers’ grain”. 

Mr. Crawford said%iis members did not 
favour closing what is sometimes called 
“The Speculative Market” because, he 
added, 

“The speculator gives to their markets, 
breadth and liquidity and that the grain 
"Future*” market provides buying power by 
concentrating in one general market place, 
demand from all sources, including the 
Millers, the Processors, domestic dealers, 
exporters—and the individual risk dealers 
or speculators.” 


Statement of Mr. John H. 
Davis: 

Speaking in St. I^>uis recently, 
John 11. Davis, Executive Vice- 
President of National Council 
of Co-opera lives, said, 

“The principle role of government in a 
long-range agricultural policy should be to 
assist in research, education and adjust¬ 
ment. We should depend on free enterprise 
to provide the markets . We can’t call it a 
free market when the government maintains 
production restrictions and price control* 
on-agricultural products. The govern¬ 
ment’s function of adjustment is maintain¬ 
ing the mechanism of controls and subsidies 
for us in an emergency such as occurred in 
1933. However, we hope to stay as far 
away as possible from restriction of pro¬ 
duction and subsidizing of prices."
